That comes from a recent sampling of 
midwest Republican leaders gathered 
for a pep rally at Indianapolis. The 
midwest, in the past has been pretty 
strong Reagan territory, after all, this 
was the original home base of the 
former California governor.

* GOP midwesterners his standard stem- 


winder, calling for the nation to move 
vigorously to cope with its problems at 
home and even more aqgressively to 
restore its prestige abroad. His listeners 
loved it; they usually do. 

Other would-be presidents also spoke 


“ such as Sen. Howard Baker of Tennes- 


see and Robert Dole of Kansas, Reps. 
Philip Crane of illinois and Jack Kemp 
of New York, and Connally’s fellow 
Texan, a Connecticut transplant, George | 
Bush, all-around Republican’ handy- 
man. Of course, that’s not the entire list 
of GOP hopefuls, but those are the 
ones who went to Indiana. : 

According to the newspaper reports | 
reviewed, about 250 Republican state 
chairmen, national committee mem- 
bers, county chairmen and other party 
leaders from 13 midwest states re- 
sponded to a survey at the Indianapolis 
convention, attended by about 600 party 
wheelhorses. 

Connally came in first on all scores. 

Who is your choice for the 1980 
nomination? Connally was a solid first 
with 74 votes, Reagan had 54, Bush 33, 
Baker 31, Crane 30, Dole 17 and Kemp 
4,

Said tap fee shall be 
applied to all new service construction as a fixed fee without regard 
to the cost of individuai projects. The establishment of tap fees 
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shall be based upon average costs of construction for all new, * 
services and shall be ravised as needed to reflect current costs of “7” 
construction. (Council action of 11-12-73 set fees at $1 70.00 for 
3/4", $225.00 for 1” and all larger at time and material”.) 

3, Repairs to the street portion of the water service and 
required thawing of Same will be done by City at City expense. 

No contractor wit be allowed to dig in City right-of-way without 
written permission from the City Manager who may require bonds 
or other assurances that proper repair of City streets will occur and 
that required Inspection of said repairs will be allowed by said “7 
contractor prior to release from responsibility.

Dedicated workers putting 
in 48-hour and longer shifts 
are responsible for the rapid 
repairs of damage caused by 
one of thé worst windstorms 
to hit such a widespread area 
in years. General Manager, 
Roger Westenbroek, said, 
“In my 14 years at Top 
O'Michigan, | have exper- 
ienced many bad storms, but 
I've never seen one where 
winds were so intense over 
the entire system, and caus- 
ing as many scattered indivi- 
dual outages as this one.” 

No dollar figure is yet 
available for damage, but it 
is estimated that over 16,000 
members were without power 
as a result of Thursday 
night’s storm, 

A company spokesman 
said, “The patience and 
understanding shown by Top 
O'Michigan members who 
suffered loss of power during 
the last few days is greatly 
appreciated. =
